While there Is a God and an Ameri- 
can country you shall never starve.— 
President Lincoln to Mother Ferguson. 

She nursed a thousand soldiers dur- 
ing the civil war. She was in 145 bat- 
tles. Great generals did her honor. 
They called her “mother of Lincoln’s 
cavalry.” Now, broken, helpless with 
age. Mother Ferguson Is living alone 
In a shabby attic, destitute and penni- 
less at 80. dependent on the charity of 
a few old friends, all poor themselves. 
Through a blur of tears she sat the 
other night fumbling a ticket to the an- 
nual G. A. K. excursion when a- New 
York World reporter found her. 

‘Tve never iuIssch] one yet,” she said, 
brokenly. “I can’t bear to think of 
missing this. I won’t miss It I’ll go 
If I have to go barefoot.” 

She was alone but for her Catholic 
prayer book. She lives on the top floor 
of the frame house at 315 Sixteenth 
street. Brooklyn. Pinned on the fnd**d 
mantle which she wore was an old tin- 
tyi>e of Lincoln ahd about It an an- 
cient miniature flag. 

“I’ve worn It ever since Mr. Lincoln 
was assassinated,” she said. “That pin 
Is a veteran’s pin. You see, I’m a ‘vet’ ” 
The old woman smiled wanly. Her 
hair Is white and her face lined with 
wrinkles. She Is bent with years. Her 
face Is one of mingled gentleness and 
strength. The nose Is Uoman, and its 
contour shows great st rength. The chin 
is firm and full of determination, and 
the eye, although now dim with years, 
flamed with a wondrous Are when she 
talked of her battles. Mother Fergu- 
son Is not unlike Clara Barton in ap- 
pearance. 

“Oh, I was a great old woman until 
these last three years,” she sadly said. 
“Tliey all knew me. the generals as 
well as the boys, and they tlppeil their 
hats to me as fine as you ever saw. 
But now I o.an’t get around any more. 
My son Is 111 somewhere, and my 
djiugbter Is out In California. So I have 
to look after myself. 

“I can’t miss the vets’ excursion— I 
won’t But look at those shoes. They 
are pretty bad, aren’t they?” And the 
old woman smiled bitterly again. “I’m 
away off over here In Brooklyn. The 
old friends don’t know where I am, 
and I can’t get around to see them, else 
I know It would be all right All I 
have to look forward to Is meeting the 
soldiers.” 

Mother Fergu.son Is deaf and coughs 
cfinstaiuly. She tokl her story with 
many breaks to the reporter. She wore 
an old gown open at the throat and sat 
In a chair which G. A. R. women 
months ago had made easy with pil- 
lows. 

“I was in the war from first to last,” 
she said. “I was at Bull Bun, and I 
was at Api>omattox. I don’t know 
how old I am. I guess It’s 75 or 80. 
My husband- he’s dead these 30 years— 
Joined the First New York cavalry. I 
remeralx?r the day just like yesterday. 
They were recruited up at 705 Broad- 
way, and It was the very first cavalry 
company they organized for the Union 
side. President Lincoln christened It 
himself, and after that they always 
called It Lincoln’s cavalry. 

“We went first to Washington. Oh, 
those were times! The streets were 
alive those days. The very air was 
thrilling with fight. I slept In the house 
where Colonel Ellsworth— Ellsworth of 
the Eouaves— w’as staying. He was 
killi'd a few days later. I bad gone 
along with the cavalry as a nurse. 1 
wouldn’t stay behind, though my hus- 
band bt'gged me hard enough. 1 knew 
the poor fellows would need soinelxKly 
to nurse them before the awful war 
was over, and 1 was strung then. 

“Ah, sir, few eyes have seen what 
these have. I was with McClellan and 
Kearny and I<>anklln and Sheridan and 
Hunter and I’orter and the rest of 
them. I was at Bull Run. Antictam, 
Fredericksburg, Fair Oaks, Chaucel- 
lorsvllle. Piedmont and In the seven 
days’ fighting at Gettysburg. 

“Gettysburg! Oh, never was there 
such fighting as there! 1 have seen 
much, but nothing like Gettysburg.” 
The old woman put up her 'bands as If 
to shut out the vision. “And I w.as 
with Sheridan. In bis raids up the val- 
ley— yes, with Sheridan twice over. 
Phil! There was the boy! 

“It was at Ilairlson's Landing I first 
saw Lincoln. We had been licked, oh, 
badly. I think be came down there to 
find out how maay of ns hadn’t been 
killed. They -vrere rfU there — the big 
generals and Lincoln— ^and they Intro- 
duced me to him and* told liliu wlmt I 
hafi been doing. TbejrigUd Wd t>een 
with his cavalry right throng and that 
1 had nurseu the wounded and Cared 
for them. ‘She’s the “toother of the 
cavalry,” * they told him. . And 1 was 
so proud as be stood tbefe looking at 
me kindly. 

“It’s Just like be was standing here 
before me now— so tall with sunken 
cheeks and such wonderful eyes, set 
deep in his head. ‘And how do you 
like soldiering?’ he asked me. '1 would 
not be satisfied to be anywhere else,’ I 
told him. ’But It’s drejidful. the slaugh- 
ter.’ He looked at me and said that as 
long as there was a God and an Amer- 
ican country I would be taken care of. 
.Vnd he shook bands with me again. 
This old tintype here looks Just as be 
looked then. 

“1 was right In the fighting. I J«Bt

.•ouian’t stay out of it. Once General ' 
Fit* John Porter had me taken to the i 
rear. I was right up with the ammuni- * 
tlon wagon. I couldn’t stay back. 
When you are In a fight, you don’t 
know yon are fighting. You lose sense 
of that. Yon see terrible things, and 
they don’t move you. It’s Just as 
though your sense of feeling bad sud- 
denly gone dead. Around you the guns | 
roar, and you see men fall, their beads 
off, a limb gone or shattered to pieces 
by a shell. You wade in Mood, and 
you don't feel It After the first flush 
of It Is over you lose sight of every- 
thing almost 

"Many of the New York soldiers I 
helped In the war. There were the 
Sixty-ninth, the Irish boys, and Corco- 
ran’s brigade. They passed us at Har- 
rison’s l.andlng, and 1 made coffee for 
some of the wounded of the Sixty- 
ninth. And I burled some ef the Twen- 
ty-first New York boys at Piedmont. 

“Once when I came home on- a fur- 
lough I took back with me to Martlns- 
l)urg, Va., 21 recruits for our regiment 
I had enlistment stripes on my arm 
then, and they came along willingly 
and politely enough, those recruits. I 
was always sorry for the young re- 
cruits and helpt'd them, for I felt like 
a veteran after awhile. 

“Some raw young fellows of the 
Twenty-first got into trouble and were 
tied up with their arras above their 
heads. The poor fellows, I knew, were 
fresh and I pitied them. I took a big 
carving knife and set them free. The 
officers raised a big row and all the 
oa valry gathered about me n*ady for a 
figlit if they Insisted on doing anything 
aliuut It. 

“Ah, that was a real war. I’m proud 
of what I did, and there’s nothing 1 
love iK'tter than the old soldiers. 1 
wcj)t the other day when I read that 
<h>nernl Fltz John Porter was «lead. 
He was a grand man, for all they used 
to s.Ty of him. I wante<l to get over to 
.hrsey to his funeral, but I could not 
do so. I am too old and too rhemuatlo 
to get about much now. 

“Yes, It’s lonely here now and I have 
a liard time getting on, for I can’t 
work. I made my own living for 15 
years, hut these last four years my 
health has seemed to fail and I am not 
the same. Bnt I’ll get along somehow. 
Mr. Bourke Cockrnn tried to get me a 
pension, but It didn’t go through. It Is 
hmig up tliere in Washington now. 
The ladies of tlie G. A. It. came around 
to see me M'fore I moved here and 
were very kind.” 

Mother Fergu.'-oii smiled bravely. 
In spite of lier age, her ills and her 
poverty she still determine*! to go on 
tlie annual <J. A. R. excursion. • 

“I want to see the l»oys once more,” 
sht‘ said. “It may be the last time. I’m 
very old.”

HOW BIG SEA TURTLES FEED 

Take Biv Balia of Grass Oat to Sea 
and Bat While Swlmaiaa. 

With my gastronomic taste I natural- 
ly was very curious to know Just what 
kind of terrapin are caught In these 
waters, for the dish is one much 
sought after by epicures and forms 
part of the menu for every first class 
hotel on the eoasL 1 was told that 
none is cangbt about here, but was 
Invited to a sea turtle bunt. Let the 
reader Imagine a turtle weighing all 
the way from 1,200 to 1,500 pounds, 
and not long ago one was turned over 
on the beach near Miami that weighed 
more than 1.600 pounds. Of course I 
am giving the largest weight, for the 
average weight of those caught along 
the ceast Is about 500 pounds. After 
they are caught the turtles are kept for 
a long time, their captors feeding them 
on cabbage, lettuce, turnips, carrots 
and sea grassea 

Tbs study of this mmister shellfish Is 
a most interesting one. In order to get 
rid of the parasites that cling to their 
sbells they often enter fresh streams to 
enjey a bath, bnt they are extremely 
timid and take fright at the least 
noise. The hunter knowa however, 
that the turtle feeds In brackish 
streams where the tide falls rather low 
and where the tnrtle grass grows In 
greatest profusion. The turtles cut 
great quantities of this grass and then 
roll it into a ball, cementing It as they 
roll It with the clay in which the grass 
grows, and In this way, when they 
have managed to amass a goodly sup- 
ply of provislona they wait for high 
tide and float away seaward, feeding 
as they float. 

The professional banters are quick to 
detect these balls, and Just the mo- 
ment they do so they set their seines 
and send their peggers, as the men are 
called. In search of the feeding sboala 
Men arc not the only enemies the tur- 
tles have, however, for bears, raccoons 
and other animals native to Florida 
destroy great numbers of them.— Jack- 
sonville (Fla.) Cor. Baltimore Amert-

\ovel Keatorea of Tboae Taed In 
Seifw York. 

In New York they are now using the 
roofs of Bohjol buildings as play- 
grounds. The following description Is 
from an article in the June Woman’s 
Home Coiuimuion: 

’’The roof, which is reached by a 
wide doorway, is solidly floored with 
brick and is surrounded by a wall six 
feet In height It has a roof of wire 
netilug supiiorted by a framework of 
Iron girders. This is 13 feet above the 
wall, and is meant to prevent missiles 
being thrown into the streets. The 
wln> Is strong, but is so light that the 
air and sunshine are freely admitted. 
The roof has an area of nearly 900 
square feet One end Is protected by a 
Canvas awning and is furnished with 
Hiairs and benches. The rest of the 
space Is for games and plays. The 
classes meet there, as far as possible, 
and all recreation is taken there, as a 
matter of course. Outside of school 
houi-s the playground Is open to all 
children, and In the evening the fathers 
and mothers are Invited.”

I SPRINK LING W AGONS. 

The Modera Ones a Big laagroTeaaeBt 

on the Old Style. 

The modem sprinkling wagon Is very 
different from tbe old timer. Tbe chief 
Improvement is in tbe spray head, 
which enables tbe driver to control the 
flow of water much better than tbe old 
style. Thus, whether It is a dirt or a 
macadam road or a stone paved or as- 
phalted street, there can be supplied 
from tbe modern street sprinkler Just 
tbe amount of water required to lay 
tbe dost in it witbont waste. 

Tbe spray head oq each side has its 
own valve rod running to the driver’s 
seat, with a step there for tbe foot. 
The driver can operate both heads at 
once, or be can run only one head. He 
can shat off one or open either one at 
pleasure. With this sort of wagon the 
expert driver leaves behind him dry 
crosswalks with perfectly defined lim- 
its, and when be comes to a carriage or 
a street car upon which be doesn’t 
want to throw water be shots off tbe 
flow on that side and keeps tbe other 
going. Sprinkling wagons are made In 
various sizes, ranging from 190 gallons 
to 1,000 gallons capacity. There are 20 
sprinkling wagons sold In this country 
nowadays where there were was one 
sold only a few years ago. This great 
Increase In their use is doe In large 
measure to sanitary reasons, to the 
great extension of good roads and to 
tbe common desire for comfort. 

Sprinkling wagons are used nowa- 
days commonly In many smaller towns 
and villages where they were never 
thought of some years ago. And Amer- 
ican sprinkling wagons are now found 
all over the world wherever sprinkling 
wagom are used. 

They are exported to Australia. Cu- 
ba, Porto Rico. South America, South 
Africa and Europe. The modem sprin- 
kling wagon that the traveler chances 
to see In Paris or Berlin or Hamburg 
came very likely from the same factory 
as the one he saw here before he left 
home going through bis own boms 
street.— New York Sun. 

BATH O F THE ORANGE. 

TBe Pr«lt IVssda Ifaefi OrMSslaa Bs- 

tor* It la Ready Fee Mmrttat. 

Fresh from the tree an orange la atlU 
very much alive, with tbs oil cells ex- 
panded and the mystery of growth not 
yet suspended. Cut off from the ssp 
supply, s change takes place. Tbe akin 
draws closer to the pulp and gives off 
moisture that would cause sweating if 
the fmit were packed at once. But 
first these dust stained travelers mast 
have a bath. 

By the bushel. If only this were the 
land of the good old bushel basket, tbe 
newcomers are dumped Into a long, 
narrow tank of water at one end of 
which la a big wheel with a tire of soft 
bristles. The wheel revolves so that 
the lower edge works in connection 
with another set of brashes la a small- 
er tank below, and the oranges, after 
bobbing about in tbe big tank, pass be- 
tween the wet brushes and come ont 
bright and dean. 

This washer Is a neat machine and 
does avray with the more primitive yet 
picturesque method of band wasbiag. 

At some of tbe smaller packing 
houses msy still be seen groups of wo- 
men. sometimes white, sometimes 
brown skinned, each with a tub of wa- 
ter and brush, scrubbing busily away 
St tbe yellow piles that never seem to 
grow less till the last hour of tbe day. 

After their bath the orangea are 
spread out in the sun to dry on long, 
slanting racks. At tbe lower end they 
roll off into boxes, to be carried away 
to tbe warebonae for their rest 

An orange needs a deal of grooming, | 
It would seem, before It Is ready for I 
market. The washing was not enongh. 
There most be a brushing too. And | 
after tbe days of caring tbe orangea 
are fed into a hopper which drops them 
single file on to a belt that niua be- 
tween revolving cyllndrioal bruabes, 
thla for a smooth, shiny look.— Los An- 
geles Herald.
